very  thoughtful  consideration  given  to  the  events  which  have  transpired  during 
that  same  period  of  the  yesteryears.    Each  month  enjoys  exclusive  claim  to  certain 

pi  the  historically  important  anniversaries.  To  the  Christian  December  stands 
important  as  the  anniversary  <»f  the  Christ's  birth.  July  to  the  Americana  calls 
forth  waving  banners,  parades  •  nd  scores  of  patriotic  demonstrations  as  the 
citizenry  of  that  land  commemorate  her  independence.  Still  observed  by  un- 
counted millions  is  the  Armistice  <  th  <  ted  during  the  November  of  1918.  rfere  in 
South  Africa  we  salute  May  as  the  month  of  national  holidays.  Ascribed  to  eai  h 
portion  of  the  year  are  anniversaries  of  national,  international,  social,  educational, 
scientific  and  religious  import  and  consequence. 

With  the  arrival  oi  September  many  peoples  may  be  left  without  affect,  but  to 
the  Latter-day  Saints  this  month  mothers  certain  days,  the  events  of  which 
will  prove  to  alter  the  history  of  the  world  —  and  so  wc  remember  them  with 
reverent  gratitude. 

It  was  in  September  21  and  22.  1823  that  the  heavens  which  had  remained 
silent  for  over  fourteen  centuries,  broke  their  seal  for  the  second  time  in  three 
years  and  revealed  to  the  boy-prophet  Joseph  Smith  a  resurrected  and  glorified 
personage  who  announced  himself  as  being  Moroni,  a  messenger  sent  from  the 
presence  of  God.  During  that  historic  night  of  one  hundred  twenty-eight  years 
ago,  a  man  among  men  was  introduced  to  a  mission  he  had  been  appointed  to 
fill  in  the  name  of  the  Almighty  —  to  effect  the  restoration  of  the  gosp?l  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  the  earth,  which  gospel  was  recorded  within  the  sacred  record  kept  by 
an  ancient  people  who  once  possessed  it. 

The  account  of  the  production  or  coming  forth  of  that  record,  which  today  is 
identified  as  the  Book  of  Mormon,  has  by  unnumbered  people  been  refused 
credulity,  but  to  those  who  have  without  biased  and  cankered  minds  and  hearts, 
given  honest  consideration  and  intelligent  investigation  to  its  pages  have  been 
given  assurances  and  convictions,  yes  burning  testimonies,  of  its  divine  origin  and 
mission. 

Why  do  men  question?  Why  do  they  disbelieve?  "Because  of  the  mystery 
and  the  supernatural  that  hovers  around  and  encircles  this  record;  because  of  the 
acknowledged  inability  and  lack  of  preparation  of  the  man  around  which  all 
of  Mormonism  picots,  Joseph  Smith,"  are  answers  not  seldom  received. 

"Joseph  Smith,  unschooled  beyond  the  rudiments  of  what  we  call  an  edu- 
cation, unversed  in  any  tongue  except  English  was  wholly  unequipped  accord- 
ing to  all  human  standards  to  translate  the  language  of  a  nation  long  extinct, 
and,  except  for  certain  Indian  traditions,  forgotten.  But  the  operation  of  a  higher 
power  than  human,  by  which  the  engraved  plates  were  brought  forth  from  the 
earth,  was  to  be  effective  in  making  the  long-buried  chronicles  intelligible  to 
modern  readers. 

"It  was  no  part  of  the  Lord's  plan  to  entrust  the  translating  to  man's 
linguistic  skill.  It  was  divinely  appointed  that  the  sacred  archives  should  be 
restored  to  the  knowledge  of  men  through  the  gift  and  power  of  God.  Had  it 
not  been  written  in  the  latter  days  the  Lord  would  accomplish  a  marvelous  work 
and  a  wonder,  whereby  the  wisdom  of  the  wise  would  fail  and  the  understanding 
of  the  learned  be  hidden?  (See  Isa.  29:13,  14).  And  this  because  men  would 
put  their  dogmas  and  precepts  above  the  revealed  word  (Verse  13).  In  the 
translation  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  there  was  to  b»  no  gloss  of  fallible  scholar- 
ship, no  attempt  to  improve  and  embellish  th?  plain,   simple  and  unambiguous 
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AROUND    THE    WORLD 


THE     HILL     CUMORAH     was 

the  site  of  the  famed  Mormon 
Pageant,  "America's  Witness  For 
CHRIST,"  which  was  presented 
August  9,  10,  and  11,  on  the 
wooded  slopes  of  the  Hill  Cu- 
morah, Palmyra,  New  York. 

The  colourful  production  which 
attracted  an  estimated  audience 
of  90,000  people  from  throughout 
the  United  States  and  Canada 
was  revised  and  re-costumed  for 
this  year's  presentation  and  was 
one  of  the  most  vivid  and  excit- 
ing in  the  pageant's  ten-year 
history. 

Dramatized  at  night,  the 
action  took  place  upon  four  bril- 
liantly lighted  stages  which  had 
been  erected  upon  the  pine- 
covered  hill  where  the  "Prophet 
Joseph  Smith,  received  from  the 
ancient  Prophet-historian  Mor- 
oni, the  gold  plates  inscribed  in 
Egyptian,  from  which  he  trans- 
lated the  Book  of  Mormon  in 
1827.  The  drama  depicts  the  ex- 
citing history  of  the  trials  and 
religious  experiences  of  the 
Nephites  and  Lamanites,  who  in- 
habited the  American  continents 
from  600  B.C.  to  421  A.D. 

These  groups  were  descendants 
of  the  Hebrews  who  left  Jerusa- 
lem shortly  before  its  destruction 
by  the  Babylonians.  After  be- 
coming a  prosperous  and  cul- 
tured people,  they  engaged  in  a 
series  of  destructive  wars  which 
resulted  in  the  complete  exter- 
mination of  the  Nephites.  Only 
a  small  remnant  of  the  Lamanite 
people  remained,  becoming  the 
present  American  Indians. 

The  cast  and  production  per- 
sonnel for  the  pageant  was  made 
up  of  212  missionaries  labouring 
in  the  Eastern  States. 

ARABIA. — Each  Friday  morn- 
ing at  10.30  in  far-off  Arabia,  a 
small  group  of  faithful  Latter- 
day  Saints  meet  in  the  air-cooled 
home  of  one  of  the  members  for 
a  combined  Sunday  School  and 
sacrament  meeting.

work  and  business  stops.  The 
Christian  Sunday  is  just  another 
work  day  in  Arabia. 

Organizer  of  this  tinv  group 
of  a  dozen  members  is  Elder 
Richard  F.  Holmes,  who  is  vaca- 
tioning in  Salt  Lake  City  for  a 
month    with    his    family,     Mrs 


Holmes  and  their  two  children, 
Janet  Ann  8,  and  Richard  Ernest 
6. 

To  their  daughter  Janet  Ann 
went  the  honour  on  June  1,  of 
being  the  first  child  ever  to  be 
baptised  into  this  church  in  the 
Persian  Gulf.  She  was  baptized 
by  her  father  as  soon  as  she 
reached  her  eighth  birthday. 

NUKUALOFA,    TONGA.  —  As 

the  construction  work  on  the 
new  £100,200  Liahone  College 
moves  into  its  final  months, 
members  of  the  Church  are  pre- 
paring one  of  the  greatest  feasts 
and  celebrations  in  the  history  of 
Tonga,  according  to  Mission 
President  Evon  W.  Huntsman. 

Some  500  hogs  are  being  fat- 
tened, one  animal  contributed  b~ 
each  family  of  the  mission. 

The  new  college  will  be  the 
largest  and  finest  school  in  the 
Tonga  Islands  and  is  located  on 
a  plantation  of  276  acres  which 
were  leased  from  Lavaka,  a  noble 
or  native  chief.  The  lease  under 
which  the  church  holds  the  land 
was  purchased  from  Frank  Cow- 
ley of  Tonga  for  10,000  pounds. 
After  the  purchase  work  was 
begun  by  Priesthood  members 
clearing  20  acres  for  a  campus. 
The  cornerstone  was  laid  Sept. 
7.  1949.  by  Elder  Matthew  Cowley 
of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

The  college  will  have  two  large 
main  buildings,  an  auditorium, 
stage,  offices,  classrooms,  two 
large  dormitories  and  two  houses 
for  cooking,  besides  laundry 
rooms  and  shower  rooms. 

The  Tongan  Mission  was 
opened  in  the  1890's  as  part  of 
the  Samoan  Mission.  In  1916 
Tonga  was  made  a  separate  mis- 
sion and  has  grown  until  it  now 
consists  of  four  Districts  and  32 
Branches.  There  are  aoproxi- 
mately  3.000  church  members  in 
the  Islands. 

MUNICH,  GERMANY— Latter- 
day  Saints  in  Munich  gathered 
recently  to  witness  the  corner- 
stone-laying ceremonies  for  the 
first  Church  chapel  to  he  built 
in  that  city.  It  will  be  built 
in  the  style  of  most  other 
chapels  of  the  Church.  The 
ground  floor  will  be  used  for  re- 
ligious services.  Recreational 
facilities  and  kitchen  will  also  be 
included.  Rooms  for  the  mis- 
sionaries of  the  branch  will  com- 
prise the  second  floor  of  the 
building.

From  the  early  date  in  1S27  when  the 
Booh  <>t  Mormon  was  brought  forth  from  the 
Hill  Cumorah,  out  ol  the  dust.  Bpeaking  as 
one  having  a  familiar  spirit,  and  translated 
by  die  young  Prophet,  Joseph  Smith,  the 
peoples  oi  the  '.nth  have  had  that  record 
presented  to  them  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
vincing each  and  every  one  that  Jesus  is 
the  Christ. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  has  come  forth  to 
be  a  second  witness  to  the  divinity  of  Christ. 
It  is  to  go  hand  in  hand  with  the  Bible  as 
the  record  of  the  Nephites,  who  were  living 
in  the  Western  Hemisphere  at  the  same 
period  that  the  Jews  were  living  around 
Palestine  when  the  teachings  of  Christ  were 
being  rejected  by  the  multitudes. 

The  Bible  has  come  forth  from  the  land 
of  Palestine  and  is  accepted  by  the  Christian 
world  as  the  word  of  the  Eternal  God.  "We 
believe  the  Bible  to  be  the  word  of  God  as 
far  as  it  is  translated  correctly;  we  also  be- 
lieve the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  the  word  of 
God."  Yes,  we  as  Latter-day  Saints  be- 
lieve that  God  has  once  again  revealed  new 
evidence,  new  truth  unto  us,  His  children, 
which  is  important  and  essential  for  our 
individual  salvation  and  exaltation  in  the 
realms  above. 

How  do  we  know  that  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon came  from  a  divine  source?  How  do 
we  know  that  Joseph  Smith  had  in  his 
possession,  as  he  boldly  claimed,  ancient 
records  which  were  engraved  in  Egyptian 
Characters?  How  do  we  know  that  the  Book 
of  Mormon  isn't  just  a  concocted  story  this 
young  fellow  wrote  for  the  purpose  oi  mis- 
leading the  peoples  of  his  time  and  us  to 
follow?  How  often  these  questions,  and 
many  otlers  similar  to  them,  are  asked  the 
members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints!  How  often  the  same 
answer  is  given :  EVIDENCE! 

There  is  so  much  evidence  for  the  validity 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  so  much  evidence 
that   the  Ancient   Records   were   in   Joseph 


Smith's    possession    that    it    is   difficult    to 

re.  li/.e  why  people  <  annot  grasp  this  truth 
and  enjoy  the  blessings  therefrom. 

Let  US  examine  some  of  the  evidence  which 
is  available  for  our  use  in  settling  the  ques- 
tion in  our  minds  as  to  the  veracity  of  the 
story  told  by  Joseph  Smith. 

According  to  prominent  men  of  the 
community  of  Palmyra  he  was,  as 
normal  and  honest  as  any  other  boy. 
After  receiving  a  vision  from  the 
heavens  in  the  year  1820  and  another  in  the 
year  1823,  at  which  time  he  was  instructed 
by  a  heavenly  personage  that  he  was  to  be 
the  instrument  in  the  Lord's  Hand  in  bring- 
ing forth  a  marvellous  work,  he  proceeded  to 
a  hill  near  his  home  and  uncovered  a  stone 
box  which  contained  the  ancient  records 
which  he  viewed  for  the  first  time. 

Was  he  the  only  one  who  ever  saw  the 
plates  which  the  record  is  claimed  to  have 
been  taken  from?  If  he  was,  then  it  may 
prove  to  be  difficult  to  accept  that  story  of 
a  single  man.  It  may  even  be  a  concocted 
story  without  evidence  of  its  veracity.  How- 
ever, Joseph  Smith  is  only  one  of  twelve 
individuals  who  viewed  the  plates  and  signed 
their  names  at  the  conclusion  of  a  powerful 
testimony  that  the  records  were  genuine  and 
that  the  characters  on  them  were  peculiar 
and  had  the  nature  and  appearance  of  be- 
ing ancient.  Three  reliable  men  were  so 
convinced  that  the  plates  existed  that  they 
boldly  signed  their  names  at  the  conclusion 
of  a  fervent  testimony  that  they  had  seen 
an  angel,  that  they  had  heard  a  voice  from 
heaven  which  told  them  that  the  records  were 
true  and  that  the  translation  was  correct, 
and  that  the  work  they  were  engaged  in  was 
true.  The  voice  also  commanded  them  to 
bear  testimony  to  the  world  that  the  plates 
were  real  and  that  the  Book  of  Mormon  was 
from  God '  Can  we  accept  the  word  of  these 
three  men?  A  view  of  their  characters  should 
be  taken  to  remove  all  doubt  as  to  their 
trustworthiness  in  this,  a  serious  question. 
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Martin  Harris  was  a  well-to-do  farmer  of 
Palmyra,  New  York,  and  was  considered  by 
his  neighbours  to  be  honest,  industrious,  and 
good  in  matters  of  business.  He  gave  up 
money  for  the  furtherance  of  the  translation 
and  publication  of  the  work  against  the 
advice  of  his  wife,  relatives,  the  local 
printers,  and  the  Reverend  Mr.  Clark,  for 
his  beliefs  and  convictions  that  the  Book  of 
Mormon  was  a  divine  work  from  the  Most 
High  God. 

David  Whitmer,  it  seems  was  always 
respected  by  his  neighbours.  At  least  we 
don't  find  record  of  any  one  speaking  evil 
of  h!m.  Whitmer  was  a  large  man,  even 
tampered,  and  was  of  more  than  average 
intelligence.  He  was  not  in  the  habit  of 
"seeing  things."  He  lived  in  Richmond, 
Missouri  for  nearly  sixty  years,  where  he 
was  highly  thought  of  in  spite  of  his  testi- 
mony. 

When  Whitmer  was  seventy-six  years  old, 
more  than  twenty  leading  citizens,  among 
whom  were  doctors,  lawyers,  merchants, 
bankers,  and  local  officials,  issued  a  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  they  had  "been 
acquainted  wth  him  long  and  intimately" 
and  they  knew  him  "to  be  a  man  of  the 
highest  integrity,  and  of  undoubted  truth 
and  veracity."  The  statement  was  given  out 
because  his  character  had  been  attacked  on 
the  score  of  his  testimony  to  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  None  of  the  signers  was  a  Mor- 
mon. 

Newspaper  men  often  visited  Whitmer  to 
interview  him  on  the  subject  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  After  one  of  these  conversations 
the  reporters  wrote  that  David  had  denied 
his  testimony  to  having  seen  an  angel  and 
heard  the  voice.  Such  a  statement  always 
aroused  indignation  and  brought  out  a  public 
statement.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  was  one 
of  these  occasions  that  called  forth  Whitmer 's 
"Address  to  all  Believers"  in  which  he  took 
the  opportunity,  once  and  for  all,  to  refute 
the  charge  that  he  had  ever  denied  his 
testimony.  In  the  presence  of  Elder  Joseph 
F.  Smith,  Elder  Orson  Pratt,  and  a  number 
of  other  persons  including  a  son  and  a  grand- 
son on  September  7,  1878,  David  Whitmer 
bore  this  testimony: 

"He  (the  angel)  stood  before  us.  Our 
testimony,  as  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon, is  strictly  and  absolutely  true." 

On  another  occasion  Whitmer  said  to 
Elder  Edward  Stevensen:  "As  sure  as  the 
sun  shines  and  I  live,  just  so  sure  did  the 
angel  appear  unto  me  and  Joseph  Smith  and 


I  heard  his  voice  and  did  see  the  angel  stand- 
ing before  us." 

Although  the  Witnesses  to  the  Book  of 
Mormon  became  estranged  from  Joseph 
Smith  and  the  Church  which  they  had 
helped  to  organize,  they  never  denied  their 
testimonies.  When  these  men  failed  to  keep 
the  commandments  of  God  they  were 
promptly  excommunicated  from  the  church, 
the  Prophet  had  no  fear  of  them.  Surely 
if  they  had  been  connected  with  a  hoax,  if 
they  had  been  "persuaded"  to  sign  their 
names  to  such  a  bold  claim,  the  truth  would 
leak  out  after  straying  away  from  the  group 
who  had  perpetrated  such  a  fraud!  These 
men  were  constantly  persecuted,  as  was  the 
Prophet  because  they  claimed  to  have  seen 
an  angel.  Would  they  not  be  accepted  by 
society  if  they  would  only  deny  their  state- 
ments after  being  estranged  from  the  church? 
Would  it  not  be  better  for  them  to  admit 
that  they  were  misled  and  deceived  rather 
than  to  stand  by  that  testimony  and  con- 
tinue to  be  ridiculed?  What  better  way 
could  they  enjoy  revenge  of  their  ex- 
communication than  by  "exposing"  the 
Prophet  —  if  there  was  anything  to  expose? 

Oliver  Cowdery,  one  of  the  three  wit- 
nesses, was  the  man  who  acted  as  scribe  to 
Joseph  Smith  as  he  translated  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  Some  time  after  leaving  the 
church,  Cowdery,  who  had  studied  law,  be- 
came prosecuting  attorney  in  one  of  the 
counties  of  the  state  of  Michigan.  During 
the  course  of  a  murder  trial  the  attorney 
for  the  defendant  challenged  Oliver  Cowdery 
in  the  following  words: 

"May  it  please  the  court,  and  gentlemen  of  the 
jury,  I  challenge  Mr.  Cowdery,  since  he  seems  to 
know  so  much  about  the  poor  defendant,  to  tell 
us  something  about  his  connection  with  Joe 
Smith,  and  the  digging  out  of  the  hill  of  the 
Mormon  Bible,  and  how  Mr.  Cowdery  helped 
Joe  Smith  to  defraud  the  American  people  out 
of  a  whole  lot  of  money  selling  the  Mormon 
Bible  and  telling  them  that  an  angel  had  appeared 
to  them  from  heaven,   dressed  in  white  clothes." 

When  it  came  to  Oliver  Cowdery 's  turn  to 
reply  he  arose  in  calm  dignity  and  in  a  clear 
voice  said : 

"If  your  honour  please,  and  gentlemen  of  the 
jury,  the  attorney  on  the  opposite  side  has 
challenged  me  to  state  my  connection  with 
Joseph  Smith  and  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  as  I 
cannot  now  avoid  the  responsibility,  I  must  ad- 
mit to  you  that  I  am  the  very  Oliver  Cowderv 
whose  name  is  attached  to  the  testimony,  with 
others,  as  to  the  appearance  of  the  Angel  Moroni: 
and  let  me  tell  you  that  it  is  not  because  of  my 
good  deeds  that  I  am  here,  away  from  the  body

\  we  Lattei  day  Saints  page  through  the 
Book  oj  Mormon',  we  are  grateful  that  the 

Lord  in  .ill  his  wisdom  and  mercy  lias  given 

mankind  this  wonderful  book  so  thai  .  long 
with  the  stick  of  Judah  (the  Bible)  it  may 
become  "one"  in  confounding  false  doctrine. 
Great  indeed  were  the  men  tailed  to  play 
such  an  important  part  in  writing  the  history 
of  the  early  inhabitants  of  the  continent  ol 
America.    Joy  fills  our  hearts  as  we  follow 

the  dealings  of  our  Lord  ;  nd  Saviour  with 
his  people  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  It 
would  be  impossible  in  this  short  article  to 
deal  with  all  the  valiant  men  that  played 
such  a  prominent  part  in  keeping  the  Gospel 
alive  in  ancient  America.  However,  then- 
will  always  be  a  special  place  in  our  hearts 
for  that  one  who  wrote  the  concluding  por- 
tions of  the  Book  oj  Mormon  and  then  hid 
the  plates  in  the  Hill  Cumorah,  the  prophet, 
historian,  military  leader,  and  son  of  Mor- 
mon. MORONI. 

Approximately  400  A.D.  there  was  the 
last  great  battle  between  the  Lamanites  and 
the  Nephites,  which  left  Moroni  as  the  only 
Nephite  alive.  To  him  was  entrusted  by 
Mormon,  the  gold  plates,  containing  the 
history  of  their  forefathers.  Moroni  was  a 
man  of  noble  and  strong  character  for  it 
must  have  been  a  severe  t:st  to  be  the  sole 
Nephite  left,  continually  hiding  from  his 
enemies  to  "write  a  few  more  things,  that 
perhaps  may  be  of  worth  unto  my  brethren, 
the  Lamanites,  in  some  future  day,  according 
to  the  will  of  the  Lord."  In  starting  his 
writings  he  sounded  rather  despondent  — 
"My  father  also  was  killed  by  them  and  I 
even  remain  alone  to  write  the  sad  tale  of 
the  destruction  of  my  people,"  End  "withei 
I  go  mattereth  not."  Nevertheless,  even 
after  having  been  subjected  to  considerable 
hardship  and  wandering  alon?,  his  testimony 
remained  unfaltering  and  from  the  following 
statement  made  by  him  we  get  a  clear 
glimpse  of  his  unwaivering  faith   in  Christ. 

"For  behold,  their  wars  are  exceeding  fierce 
among  themselves  and  because  of  their  li.u red, 
they  put  to  death  every  Nephite  that  will  not 
deny  the  Christ.  And,  f,  Moroni,  will  not  deny 
the  Christ:  wherefore,  I  wander  withersoever  I 
can   for  the  safety  of  rav  own   life." 


Moroni,    hid    from   the  Lam.  nites,    not    1" 
cause   he   was  afraid   to  die.    but   to   "fulfill 
the   commandment   of   my   fatln  i.         Upon 
him   fell   the  duty  to  complete   the   sacred 

records,  and  although  at  divers  times  h  ■ 
thought  that  his  time  had  come,  yet  he 
was  again  and  ag;  in  prompted  by  the  spirit 
to  continue  with  his  writings.  We  are  thank- 
ful for  this  as  he  has  given  us  valuable 
scripture.  The  literary  labours  ol  Moroni 
are  over  the  period  A.D.  400  to  A.D.  421, 
from  the  commencement  of  the  eighth  chapter 
of  the  book  bearing  his  father's  name  to  the 
end  of  the  volume,  which  includes  the  book 
bearing  his  own  name,  and  the  abridgement 
of  the  history  of  the  Jaredites  (The  Book  of 
Ether). 

In  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  there  are  only  three  set  prayers 
and  two  of  these  appear  in  Moroni,  chapters 
four  and  five.  These  prayers  we  use  every 
Sunday  in  administering  the  bread  and  water 
in  the  Sacrament. 

How  long  after  the  year  421  A.D.  (the 
year  in  which  the  Book  oj  Mormon  was 
completed)  Moroni  still  wandered  around, 
we  do  not  know,  but  it  is  safe  to  assume 
that  soon  after  completing  his  earthly  mis- 
sion he  died.  Then  for  a  period  of 
1,400  years  revelation  from  God  ceased  and 
darkness  covered  the  minds  of  men,  because 
of  their  unbelief  and  the  hardness  of  their 
hearts  the  rebellious  "son  of  the  morning" 
Lucifer,  the  devil,  had  a  clear  field. 

Then  came  the  night  of  the  21st  of  Sep- 
tember, 1823,  exactly  three  years  after  the 
young  boy,  Joseph  Smith  had  his  first  vision 
in  which  he  saw  the  Father  and  the  Son, 
and  was  told  not  to  join  with  any  of  the 
sects  for  Christ  said,  "They  draw  near  to 
me  with  their  lips  but  their  hearts  are  far 
from  me,  they  teach  for  doctrine  the  com- 
mandments of  men,  having  a  form  of 
godliness,  but  deny  the  power  thereof." 
While  engaged  in  silent  prayer  three  years 
after  this  first  glorious  manifestation,  there 
appeared  a  heavenly  messenger  who  intro- 
duced himself  as  Moroni,  the  same  Moroni 
who  hid  the  sacred  record  in  the  Hill 
Cumorah,  many  hundreds  of  years  before.

One  can  mention  very  few  Christian  re- 
ligions in  the  world,  and  there  are  many 
hundreds,  that  do  not  claim  Christ  as  their 
head  and  guide.  That  they  as  Christians 
are  £t  all  times  prepared  to  follow  his  teach- 
ings as  set  out  in  the  Bible  they  all  agree. 
If  this  be  so,  may  I  say  that  a  great  portion 
of  these  so  called  religionists  read  the  Bible 
with  their  eyes  shut.  They  cannot  or  will 
not  see  the  truths  contained  therein.  If 
they  are  prepared  to  follow  the  teachings  set 
out  in  the  Bible  why  do  they  not  look  for 
events  to  happen  that  are  foretold  by  the 
Bible?  namely  —  the  Restoration  of 
the  Fullness  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
to  the  world. 

The  holy  volume  has  numerous  prophecies 
in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  concerning 
the  restoration  of  the  true  and  full  Gospel  of 


Jesus  Christ  to  all  the  world  in  the  "last 
days."  Daniel,  Mical,  Malachi  and  many 
other  Old  Testament  prophets  foresaw  the 
great  Kingdom  of  God  that  was  to  be 
restored,  never  to  be  destroyed.  Let  us 
examine  just  two  such  prophecies  in  the 
New  Testament  to  see  what  more  recent 
men  have  said  concerning  the  matter. 

While  John  the  Beloved  was  imprisoned 
on  the  Isle  of  Patmos  he  saw  in  a  revelation 
given  to  him:  "And  I  saw  another  angel  fly 
in  the  midst  of  heaven,  having  the  ever- 
lasting gospel  to  preach  unto  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and 
kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people.  Saying 
with  a  loud  voice,  Fear  God,  and  give  glory 
to  him;  for  the  hour  of  his  judgment  is 
come." 

Two  questions  come  to  mind  then.  Why 
would  the  Lord  want  to  give  us  His  Gospel,

He  now  appeared  to  Joseph  Smith  as  a 
glorified  and  resurrected  man  sent  from  the 
presence  of  God  to  inform  him  that 
God  had  a  work  for  him  to  do  and  that 
there  was  a  book  deposited,  written  upon 
gold  plates,  giving  the  account  of  the  former 
inhabitants  of  the  American  Continents,  and 
also  containing  the  "fulness  of  the  ever- 
lasting Gospel"  as  given  to  the  early  in- 
habitants of  America  by  the  Saviour.  Moroni 
also  quoted  various  scriptures  at  this  time. 
Three  times  that  night  Moroni  appeared  to 
the  boy  Joseph,  each  time  repeating  the 
same  things  and  adding  more  instructions. 
Again  the  next  day  on  the  field  he  appeared 
and  instructed  him  to  tell  his  father  of  all 
of  these  things.  His  father  believed  his  son 
and  told  him  to  carry  out  the  instructions; 
so  on  that  day  Joseph  proceeded  to  the  Hill 
Cumorah  and  beheld  the  plates,  the  Urim 
and  Thummin,  the  sword  of  Laban,  and 
the  breastplate,  all  laid  in  a  stone  box,  but 
he  was  not  allowed  to  touch  them,  "for  the 
time  had  not  yet  come  to  bring  them  forth." 
Here  then  was  a  literal  fullfillment  of  the 
prophetic  words  of  John  the  Beloved:  "And 
I  saw  another  angel  fly  in  the  midst  of 
heaven,  having  the  everlasting  Gospel  to 
preach  to  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth,  and 
to  every  nation,  and  kindred,  and  tongue 
and  people." 


Every  year  for  the  next  four  years,  Joseph 
met  Moroni  at  the  Hill  Cumorah  where  he 
received  further  instructions  and  the  fourth 
time  he  was  allowed  to  take  possession  of 
the  plates  and  the  work  of  translating  was 
about  to  begin.  After  Joseph  Smith  had 
completed  his  allotted  task,  he  returned 
these  plates  to  Moroni,  who  still  has  them 
in  his  possession  today. 

To  the  reader  of  theBook  of  Mormon  it 
is  quite  evident  that  Moroni  possessed  great 
qualities  of  heart  and  mind,  coupled  with  his 
unwaivering  testimony  that  Jesus  is  the 
Christ.  It  is  these  qualities  combined  that 
made  him  the  right  person  to  serve  as  a 
guide  to  the  untutored  boy,  Joseph  Smith. 
The  prophet's  associations  with  Moroni  no 
doubt  attributed  to  his  strong  and  beautiful 
character  that  was  more  prominently  dis- 
played in  his  later  life  when  he  together 
with  his  followers  suffered  so  many 
tribulations  and  still  remained  faithful. 

To  those  who  have  read  the  Book  of 
Mormon  and  to  those  who  will  still  read  it, 
may  we  admonish  them  to  pay  heed  to  the 
words  of  Moroni  contained  in  the  title  page 
"And  now,  if  there  are  faults,  they  are  the 
mistakes  of  men;  wherefore  condemn  not 
the  things  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  found 
spotless  at  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ." 
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WHAT  IS  THE  BOOK  OF  MORMON? 

What  does  it  contain  which  so  disturbed 
the  religious  world  of  1830?  What 
message  from  within  its  pages  caused  Joseph 
Smith  to  loom  suddenly  as  a  great  religious 
leader? 

Let  us  examine  a  Book  of  Mormon  today 
3.s  thousands  of  people  in  the  world  are  do- 
ing and  as  so  many  did  when  the  book  first 
appeared  in  1830.  The  content  of  the 
/olume  is  of  prims  importance.  If  its  mes- 
sage is  true,  the  book  will  live,  regardless 
of  its  origin.  If  the  book  has  no  merit  — 
the  origin  loses  its  interest  or  importance. 

If  we  open  the  volume  as  Parley  P.  Pratt 
and  others  did  in  1830,  we  will  find  on  the 
title  page  a  most  interesting  preface  con- 
taining a  brief  summary  of  the  content  and 
purpose  of  the  book. 

Four  items  are  outstanding: 

First. — This  volume  claims  to  bs  an 
abridgment  of  the  sacred  records,  some  of 
them  dating  from  the  Tower  of  Babel. 

What  an  amazing  claim!  What  lover  of 
history,  after  reading  that  announcement 
could  lay  the  book  aside  until  he  had 
thoughtfully  pursued  its  contents?  The 
British  Museum  recently  paid  the  Soviet 
government  £200,000  for  a  single  document, 
the  Codex  Alexandrinus,  which  purports  to 
be  an  early  copy  of  a  translation  of  the  Old 
Testament  books  into  the  Greek  language. 
That  ancient  manuscript  was  copied  at 
approximately  the  time  when  the  Book  of 
Mormon  record  was  sealed  up  and  hid  by 
Moroni.  But  many  other  copies  of  the  early 
Hebrew  scriptures  are  in  existence,  which 
tend  to  lower  the  value  of  any  single  one 
of  them,  while  the  Book  of  Mormon  is  the 
only  known  record  of  the  people  concerned 
and  is  a  translation  from  the  original 
abridgment. 

In  the  second  place,  the  Preface  de- 
clares that  this  volume  has  been  preserved 
"through  the  power  of  God,"  and  "trans- 
lated by  the  gift  of  God,"  through  the  in- 
strumentality of  Joseph  Smith.  If  this  claim 
is  true,  the  message  of  the  volume  must  be 
God's  message  to  the  world,  and  who  among 
men  is  not  interested  in  the  voice  of  the 
Creator? 

Thirdly,  this  volume  is  addressed  especially 
to  the  "remnant  of  the  House  of  Israel,"  the 
Lamanities,  and  "also  to  Jew  and  Gentile." 

This  announcement  is  important  in  view  of 
the  fact  that,  aside  from  the  Jews,  the  rem- 
nant of  the  house  of  Israel  is  lost,  as  far  as

"On  the  5th  day  of  April, 
Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery  me  :t 
time.     On  the  7th  Day  of  the 
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Joseph  Smith  began  translating  the  Book  of 
Mc'mon  and  Oliver  Cowdery  acted  as  scribe, 
writing  in  long  hand  the  words  as  spoken  by 
Joseph  Smith.  2 

On  June  11,  following,  the  translation  was 
completed  and  Joseph  Smith  applied  for  a 
copyright  for  the  Book  of  Mormon.  ;! 

There  was,  therefore  just  65  days  from 
the  time  they  started  to  translate  until  the 
task  was  completed.  During  this  time  they 
travelled  from  Harmony,  Susquehanna 
Co  nty,  Pennsylvania,  to  Fayette,  Seneca 
Coanty,  New  York,  a  distance  of  150  miles. 
Th.s  required  five  days.  During  this  same 
time  Joseph  Smith  received  and  wrote  the 
revelations  contained  in  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  section  5  to  19  inclusive.  This 
occ  ipies  23  pages. 

During  this  same  time  Joseph  Smith  and 
Oliver  Cowdery  received  the  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood under  the  hands  of  John  the  Baptist, 
anc  also  received  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood 
from  Peter,  James  and  John.  Much  time 
was  spent  in  prayer,  preparing  the  three 
witnesses  and  the  eight  witnesses  to  receive 
the  wonderful  manifestations  which  enabled 
these  witnesses  to  utter  their  testimonies 
found  in  the  front  pages  of  the  Book  of 
Mo,  mon. 

Luring  this  time  Joseph  Smith  spent  much 
time  in  meetings  and  explaining  the  Gospel 
to  people  who  came  in  great  numbers  to  in- 
quire concerning  this  new  Gospel. 

Now  let  us  consider  the  task  performed: 
There  are  522  pages  in  the  Book  of  Mormon, 
exclusive  of  the  title  page  and  the  Testimony 


of  the  Three  Witnesses,  or  524  pages.  The 
sections  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  re- 
ferred to,  written  during  this  time,  occupy 
23  pages,  or  a  total  of  547  of  closely  printed 
matter.  Now  the  total  time  in  which  this 
all  transpired  was  65  days.  From  this  de- 
duct five  days  for  travel,  spoken  of  above, 
and  nine  Sundays.  This  leaves  51  days. 
They  must  have  averaged  10.72  pages  per 
day  during  this  time.  But  due  to  many 
interruptions  they  were  probably  no  more 
than  40  days  actually  translating.  This 
would  require  that  they  translate  13.67 
printed  pages  per  day.  Considering  that 
ihis  was  ah  written  in  long  hand,  it  would 
be  an  impossible  task  without  the  inspiration 
of  the  Lord.  For  a  person  to  compose  5  or  6 
pages  a  day  of  even  light  fiction,  is  con- 
sidered a  great  task,  but  to  write  a  work 
that  is  the  greatest  of  all  works  of  history 
of  a  people  covering  a  period  of  over  1,000 
years,  a  work  carrying  a  most  profound 
philosophy  of  life,  both  here  and  hereafter, 
a  scripture  that  must  and  does  harmonize 
with  the  Bible  in  every  detail,  a  record  of  a 
people  who  built  a  wonderful  civilisation 
upon  the  American  continents,  and  left  evi- 
dences of  their  greatness  in  their  buildings 
and  cities.  The  evidences  of  that  civilisation 
have  largely  been  brought  to  the  knowledge 
of-  the  world  in  the  ruins  found  in  North  and 
South  America  since  the  Book  of  Mormon 
was  published.  It  tells  of  the  language  used 
by  that  people  and  every  Archaeologist  bears 
testimony  ox  the  truth  of  the  statement  con- 
cerning the  language  used,  namely:  That  it 
was  the  language  ot  the  Jews  and  the  writing 
was  in  the  character  of  the'  Egyptians.  It 
must  and  does  conform  with  the  traditions 
of  the  American  Indians,  who  are  the 
descendants  of  the  people  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon. 

I  challenge  the  world  to  show  a  parallel  in 
all  the  history  of  the  world.  Where  is  the 
theologian,  the  historian,  the  philosopher, 
the  author,  or  the  m:  n  of  letters,  ot  any 
learning,  of  any  time,  who  performed  so 
wondertul  a  task?  Surely  this  was  not  the 
work  of  an  unlearned  youth  in  the  back- 
woods of  New  York.  He  was  simply  an  in- 
strument in  the  hands  of  the  Lord  to  accom- 
plish His  purposes.

On  another  ocassion  a  fellow  lawyer  came 
iiitu  his  office,  a  Book  of  Mormon  in  his 
hand.  "Mr.  Cowdery,"  he  said,"  I  sec  youi 
name  here  as  having  seen  an  angel  and 
heard  the  voice  of  God.  You  don't  believe 
that  dp  you?"  "No,"  Cowdery  replied. 
"I  do  not  believe  it.  I  know  it!  Belief  is 
swallowed  up  in   knowledge." 

Ten  years  after  being  disfellowshipped  by 
his  brethren  Oliver  repented  and  again  re- 
turned to  the  Church.  On  October  29,  1848, 
he  adressed  two  thousand  people  in  a  church 
meeting.  With  tears  in  his  eyes  he  bore  his 
testimony,  in  the  most  positive  terms,  to  the 
truth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  the  restoration 
of  the  Priesthood  to  the  earth,  and  the  mis- 
sion of  Joseph  Smith,  as  the  prophet  of  the 
last  days.  A  few  months  later  after  being 
re-baptized  a  member  of  the  church,  while 
visiting  relatives  in  Richmond,  Missouri,  he 
died. 

For  some  reason,  "no  man  likes  to  die  with 
a  lie  on  his  lips."  How  did  the  men  in 
question,  the  Witnesses,  die? 

"Oliver  died  the  happiest  man  I  ever 
saw,"  says  David  Whitmer.  He  bore  his 
testimony  just  before  he  passed  away. 
Whitmer's  death  was  dramatic.  "Dr. 
Buchanan,"  he  said,  "I  want  you  to  say 
whether  or  not  I  am  in  my  right  mind." 
The  physician  answered  that  he  judged  so 
from  his  conversation.  Then  Whitmer  said: 
"I  want  to  tell  you  all  that  the  Nephite 
record  is  true.  Now,  you  can  say  that  you 
have  heard  me  bear  my  testimony  on  my 
deathbed.     My  trust  is  in  Christ  forever." 

In  a  letter  received  by  President  George 
A.  Smith,  dated  July  9,  1875,  the  son  of 
Martin  Harris  has  this  to  say  of  his  father: 
"He  was  taken  sick  a  week  ago  yesterday. 
He  cannot  move,  only  by  our  aid.  He  has 
continued  to  talk  about,  and  to  testify  to  the 
truth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  was  in 
his  happiest  mood  when  he  could  get  some 


one  to  listen  to  his  testimony.  His  last 
audible  words  were  about  the  three  wit- 
ness s.  '  ' 

Although   these   three   men   were   alienated 
against  Joseph  Smith  and  the  Church  they 
nevei  once  denied  then  tesrhnoniea,  even  on      ^ 
their  deathbeds! 

Convincing  as  the  testimony  of  the  Three 
Witnesses  is,  we  are  not  asked  to  art  ept 
and  believe  the  divinity  oi  the  Book  of  Mm 
mon  on  the  strength  of  their  statements 
alone.  Ths  Testimony  of  eight  other  men  is 
also  printed  in  the  front  of  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon testifying  to  the  world  that  Joseph 
Smith  showed  the  plates  to  them. 

Three  of  the  8  men  severed  their  con 
nections  with  the  Church,  one  of  them  being 
excommunicated,  but  all  of  them  were  faith- 
ful to  their  testimonies.  In  or  out  of  the 
Church  these  8  men  always  testified  that 
Joseph  Smith  had  shown  them  the  golden 
plates  from  which  he  translated  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  Not  one  of  them  ever  denied  his 
testimony. 

There  were  twelve  men  in  all  who  claimed 
and  bore  solemn  testimony  that  they  viewed 
ancient  records  and  that  the  translation  from 
those  records  is  true.  Four  of  the  men  said 
that  a  voice  from  heaven  told  them  that 
they  were  translated  correctly  and  that  it 
was  the  work  of  God. 

There  are  some  people  in  the  world  today 
who  think  they  might  be  convinced  of  the 
validity  of  the  story  if  they  were  only  per- 
mitted to  see  the  plates.  If  the  plates 
could  be  put  on  view  today  they  would  still 
disbelieve.  Seeing  Jesus  raise  Lazarus  from 
ths  dead  didn't  convince  all  the  people  that 
he  was  the  Christ.  We  have  a  greater  proof, 
a  more  perfect  assurance  that  those  ancient 
records  do  exist,  that  they  are  true  than 
even  these  testimonies  of  men  who  saw 
.them.  We  as  individuals,  all  of  us  as  child- 
ren of  God,  are  given  a  promise  by  the  last 
writer  in  the  Book  of  Mormon,  the  prophet 
Moroni,  that  if  we  will  ask  our  Father  in 
Heaven  through  faithful  prayer,  having  a 
sincere  desire  to  know  of  its  validity,  after 
having  read  it  through.  He  will  make  known 
the  truthfulness  of  it  by  the  Power  of  the 
Hoy  Ghost! 

No  Divine  manifestation  has  ever  been 
more  carefully  and  fully  witnessed  and 
attested  than  the  incidents  connected  with 
the  establishment  of  the  divine  authenticity 
of  this  volume.  It  is  a  book  of  divine  origin, 
a  new  witness  of  the  divine  mission  of  Jesus 
Christ. 
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if  we  already  had  it?  John  said  the  Gospel 
would  be  brought  back  through  the  medium 
of  an  angel.  How  many  religions  even 
claim  that  their  teachings  were  given  to 
them  by  an  angel  of  God?  Only  one  Church, 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints!  Space  does  not  permit  me  to  elab- 
orate more  on  this,  but  it  is  obvious  in  its 
meaning.  Yet  most  students  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures  overlook  it. 

Christ  himself,  in  the  24th  Chapter  of 
Matthew,  while  telling  his  Apostles  of  events 
which  would  precede  his  second  coming  — 
wars,  rumours  of  wars,  earthquakes, 
farmnes,  diseases,  pestilence,  said:  "and 
this  gospel  of  the  Kingdom  shall  be  preached 
in  all  the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all  na- 
tions; and  then  shall  th::  end  come"  (Matt. 
24:14). 

It  is  plain  to  see  that  all  of  the  events 
which  were  to  proceed  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  immediately  before  the  Second 
Coming  have  been  around  us  for  years.     It

diction  of  the  original  scribes  who  wrote  by  inspiration.     Therefore  was  the  com- 
mission laid  upon  one  who  was  rated  among  the  weak  of  the  earth,   but  whose 
ministry,  nevertheless,  has  confounded  the  mighty." 

Even  more  convincing  to  the  world  than  an  acceptance  of  Joseph  Smith  as 
a  personality  should  be  the  product  of  his  ministry,  for  none  other  than  Jesus 
the  Christ  declared:  "Wherefore  by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."  Was 
Joseph  Smith's  life  resultant  in  the  institution  of  another  suspicious  secret  order 
or  was  he  the  medium  through  which  was  given  to  the  world  a  religious  system 
wnich  defines  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  as  a  way  of  life.  In  the  13th  Article  of 
our  faith,  we  "Latter-day  Saints  proclaim  the  practical  character  of  our  religion 
—  a  religion  that  embraces  not  alone  definite  conceptions  of  spiritual  matters  and 
belief  as  to  conditions  in  the  hereafter,  doctrines  of  original  sin  and  the  actuality 
of  heaven  and  hell,  but  also  and  more  particularly  of  present  current,  every-day 
duties,  in  which  self-respect,  love  for  fellowmen,  and  devotion  to  God  are  guiding 
principles. 

"Religion  without  morality,  professions  of  godliness  without  charity,  church 
membership  without  consistent  conduct  in  the  common  affairs  of  life  are  but  as 
sounding  brass  and  tinkling  cymbols  —  noise  without  music,  the  words  of  prayer 
without  the  spirit.

In  any  attempt  to  analyze  a  religious  system  or 
creed  it  is  pertinent  to  examine  the  results  of  its  operation  in  the  lives  of  its 
adherents.  This  is  as  simple  and  fair  as  to  judge  a  tree  by  the  quality  of  its 
substance  and  fruit.  Altruism  is  an  essential  ingredient  of  a  religion  that  is 
worth  while."  (J.E.T.)

4.  Have  you  tried  pouring  hot  water  over 
sliced  bacon,  then  dipping  right  away  into 
flour.  Fried  in  a  hot  pan  it  is  delicious  and 
does  not  shrink  as  when  fried  plain. 

5.  Wh:n  baking  cakes  it  is  a  good  plan  to 
first  grease  your  tins  evenly,  line  base  only

with  paper,  sprinkle  liberally  with  plain 
flour  then  fasten  a  few  layers  of  brown 
paper  round  the  outside,  tying  SO  urely  with 
string.  Let  stand  3  minutes  afta  removing 
From  oven.  The  cake  comes  out,  without 
damage  or  sticking.  This  is  a  good  method 
for  cakes  that  are  required  to  bake  for  mor? 
than  an  hour. 

6.  Mashed  potatoes  are  very  much  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  a  half  teaspoonful 
of  baking  powder  beaten  in  with  the  milk 
and  butter,  nice  and  fluffy  if  left  to  stand 
a  couple  of  minutes  on  the  warm  stove  after 
beating. 

7.  Parseley  and  celery  will  last  as  long  as 
2  weeks  if  kept  in  the  frige,  with  the  stocks 
in  water,  just  see  the  water  is  replenished 
frequently.  Leeks,  carrots  end  turnips  keep 
very  well  (if  washed  and  dried  beforehand) 
in  a  screw  top  jar.  This  method  assures  you 
a  supply  of  crisp  greens  for  soup  and 
savouries  always  in  hand,  and  is  really  eco- 
nomical as  there  is  no  risk  of  vegetables  be- 
coming dried  end  wilted.

Gospel  would  be  restored  because  the 
Lord  is  a  Just  Ciod  and  would  give  the  world 
a  chance  to  repent  and  come  unto  him  be- 
fore destruction  was  poured  out  upon  the 
wicked  inhabitants. 

There  are  many  other  prophecies  relating 
to  the  Restoration  of  the  Gospel.  When  you 
read  the  Bible  again  look  for  them. 

It  is  a  sad  sight  to  behold  the  hardness  of 
people's  hearts  when  the  Gospel  is  taught 
to  them.  Millions  every  year,  in  spite  of  the 
Biblical  prophecies  and  thousands  of  the 
Lord's  servants  bearing  additional  proof, 
reject  the  fact  that  the  Gospel  has  been  re- 
stored. There  are  many  people  everyday 
who  are  born  into  the  Gospel,  and  rejoice 
in  the  knowledge  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ. 
Then  there  are  other  people  who  have  re- 
ceived the  light  but  who  through  weaknesses 
brought  upon  them  by  the  temptations  of 
this  world,  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  Lord's 
teachings  and  put  a  blanket  over  the  know- 
ledge they  have.  Extreme  caution  should 
be  exercised  by  all  Latter-day  Saints  to  pre- 
vent their  succumbing  to  the  evil  temptations 
and  thereby  losing  the  fortune  of  eternal 
life.  For  the  agony  of  those  who  have 
ignorantly  rejected  the  truth,  will  be  an  in- 
significant thing  compared  with  the  remorse 
of  those  who  have  had  the  truth  and  have 
voluntarily  dismissed  it. 

Let  those  who  are  interested  in  doing  the 
will  of  the  Father  give  praise  and  rejoice 
that  the  fullness  of  His  teachings  and  Gospel 
are  here  with  us;  that  we  know  how  to  ob- 
tain the  abundant  life  of  which  Jesus  spoke, 
how  to  find  real  happiness  and  prepare  our- 
selves for  the  life  to  come. 
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
